SERIOUS CHARGES 


Preferred 
Officer*. 
Against Filipino 
Brutal Murders. 


Manilla. Sept. 26.—General Isidore 


Torres, who surrendered some months 
ago, was arrested and will be tried for 
having ordered the murder of Corpo- 
ral Fieldner of the Twelfth infantry 
at Malalos, province of Bulacan, last 
October. It is also probable that Gen- 
eral Alejandrino will shortly be ar- 
rested. Acting under his orders many 
of his officers hanged or otherwise 
killed Filipinos who-sympathized with 
the Americans. Colonel Atienza, with 
bis entire staff, >»•* surrendered to 
Captain Pitcher, who had been in 
close pursuit of him since Lieutenant 
Eazzard captured the deserter How- 
ard in his camp. Captain Pitcher has 
also bean capturing small bands of in- 
surgents and receiving tue surrender 
of others. Marinez, Ana and Viilalnz, 
the last insurgent officers in the prov- 
ince of South Camarines, hare surren- 
dered to Captaia WHHams, putting an 
«nd to the insurrection in that prov- 
ince. 


Treacherous Filipinos. 


Washington, Sept. 26. — Advices 


from the Philippines state that four 
natives were tried at Manilla on a 
charge of murdering American pris- 
oners, in violation of the laws of war. 
They were a part of the insurgent 
guard of two American prisoners, 
George B. Sullivan and Private James 
L. Hnsfeeth, Company H, Twenty-ninth 
Tolnnteer infantry. Their command- 
ing officers, a lieutenant of insurgents, 
issued an order that when the corpo- 
ral of the guard, who was marching in 
front of the prisoners, should lift his 
hat, the insurgents behind the Amer- 
icans should take it as a signal for 
the bayoneting of the prisoners. This 
brutal program was earned out to the 
letter. General Chaffee set aside their 
sentences of death and set them at 
liberty on the ground they were com- 
pelled to obey orders. The insurgent 
lieutenant who ordered the Americans 
put to death is now awaiting the exe- 
cution of the sentence of death. 


Conditions In Manchuria. 


"Washington, Sept. 26.—The depart- 


ment of state has received from Com- 
mercial Agent Greener at Vladivostok 
a most comprehensive report on con- 
ditions in Manchuria. Mr. Greener 
says that there is much exaggeration 
as to the number of Russian troops in 
Manchuria. He places their number 
at about 20,000. Manchuria, he says, 
has an area of 363,000 square miles, 
is one of the most fertile countries oa 
the globe, and there are no better 
crops ia all Asia. The Manchns have 
barely scratched the surface, and yet 
tia business activity, the actual traf- 
fic and the tangible results are a con- 
tinual surprise. American goods, it is 
stated, are already known and favored 
on account of their cheapness.

ficial records, stating that the Spanish 
fleet was at Santiago. He also said 
that coal could have been taken from 
the Merrimac on May 25. the day on 
which the retrograde movement to 
Key West was begun for the purpose 
of coaling. 


Captain Wise testified that on May 


27 he had signaled Captain Philip of 
the Teias his opinion that Cervera 
was inside the harbor at Santiago, 
but the testimony was ruled out. Ad- 
miral Schley announced that, he has 
selected Mr. Rayner as his chief of 
counsel to succeed Judge Wilson. 


During the session Mr. Raynar call- 


ed attention to the fact that the lan- 
guage employed in Admiral Schley's 
dispatches to the navy department, 
dated May 29, in which he said he 
could not obey orders as to coaling, 
Sad undergone various changes in tiie 
printed report. He said that Admiral 
Schley had spoken of the weather 
"boisterous" and that word had been 
omitted from the printed copy of the 
dispatches. He also stated uoat -where- 
as the admiral had said that 9,5uo tons 
of coal would be necessary the printed 
copy made it 10,000 tons. It was also 
stated in the original that the Har- 
vard was going to Port Royal, where- 
as Kingston had been -inserted in the 
printed copy. There also were other 
changes. 


A "Dear Schley" letter is dated Key 


West, Fla., May 20, 1898. Referring 
to a telegram from the navy depart 
ment received by Sampson advising 
the latter to send word to Schley to 
proceed to Santiago, Sampson says: 
"After duly considering this telegram 
I have decided to mate no change in 
the present plans; that is, that you 
should hold your squadron on Cien 
fuegos. If the Spanish ships have put 
in to Santiago they must come either 
to Havana or Cienfuegoa to deliver the 
munitions of war which they are saic 
to bring for use in Cuba. I am there- 
fore of opinion that our best chance 
of success in capturing their ships 
will be to hold the two points, Cien 
fuegos and Havana, with all the force 
we can muster. If later it should de- 
velop that these vessels are at San 
tiago. we could then assemble off tha 
port the ships best suited for the pur 
pose and completely blockade it. Un 
til we therefore receive more positive 
Information we shall hare to continue 
to hold Havana and Santiago."

Louisville. Sept. 26.—The jail 31 


Shelbyville is being heavily guarded 
to prevent the lynching of Anna Field 
a negro woman, and Jumbo Field, am 
Clarence Garnett, negro boys. Wil 
liam Hart a printer, was found dying 
in a path leading to the Field woman's 
house Saturday night. The two boys 
have confessed to the murder and al 
three have been indicted. Monday 
night 40 masked men made an attack 
on the jail and succeeded in breaking 
the door and getting into the corri 
dors, but they could not get into the 
prisoners' cages. The jailer summoned 
a posse and managed to beat them off 
The threats continue.
